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DETAILED ACTION 

This application was filed 6/7/2006 and is a 371 of PCT/EP05/50271 (1/21/2005) which 
claims benefit of 60/538907 (1/23/2004). Claims 1-16 are before the Examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter, i.e. "Use of is not a statutory subject matter; however, "A method 
of treating..." is proper statutory subject matter. 

Double Patenting 

3. Claim 12 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of claims 1- 
1 1 . When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they 
both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one 
claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP 

§ 706.03(k). Specifically, this claim does not further limit any of the preceding claims. If 
applicant would like a claim to a pharmaceutical composition or to a method of treating, then 
such a claims needs to be put into the case (if there is proper support within the application as 
filed). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. Claim 1 recites the limitation "provided that when R7 is hydrogen then the [] radical 
may also be placed in position 3 of the quinoline ring" (last two lines of the claiml). There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a primed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published tinder section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1-13 and 15-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wommack. Wommack teaches compounds in table III that anticipate the instant claims. These 


compounds are anti-malarial. 
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8. Claims 1-13 and 15-16 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by copending Application No. 11/997182, 10/596083, 10/596086, 10/595891 and 
10/595882 (20080255116, 20090042881, 20070129375, 20080249099 and 20070072842)which 
has a common inventors with the instant application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing 
date of the copending application, it would constitute prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e), if 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b) or patented. This provisional rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
is based upon a presumption of future publication or patenting of the copending application. The 
claims of the other applications overlap with the instant application. 

This provisional rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) might be overcome either by a showing 
under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the copending application 
was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or 
by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. This rejection may not be overcome by the 
filing of a terminal disclaimer. See In re Bartfeld, 925 F.2d 1450, 17 USPQ2d 1885 (Fed. Cir. 
1991).
